Trapeze Act Is Thriller. 


The real thriller for the crowds 


was the danng of the Aerial Bauers 
at Thirteenth street, m an aerial 
trapeze act. Throughout the entire 
performance on a 70-foot tower, 
without a safety net. nearly every 
act of the Bauers 
brought gasps 


from the crowd massed in all direc- 
tions from the intersection. 
At the city hall the dedication ex- 


ercises included a series of ad- 
dresses. Roy Cochran. state engi- 
neer, officially 
turned the street 


over to Mayor Penton B. Fleming, 
who received it for the city. 
Other speakers were James E. 


Lawrence, member of the state 
PWA board, C. V. Johnson of 
Omaha, and E. M. Bair, head of 
the street department. Frank D. 
Throop, president of the chamber 
of commerce presided. 
In preparation for the ceremony 


loud speakers had been arranged 
on the platform. 


Opening the program, Mr. Throop 
referred to O street as the longest 
straight thoroughfare in the United 
States, "and this dedication is one 
of the most important events in 
the history of the city. 
Recalls Original Street 


State Engineer Cochran com- 
pared the present O street with 
the thoroughfare which he saw for 
the first time forty years ago when, 
with his parents, he came to Lin- 
coln from Union in a covered 
wagon, enroute west. 


"Never did I think at that time," 
Mr. Cochrane declared, "that I 
would have a part in removing the 
car tracks from the street forever, 
let alone taking a part in cele- 
brating an improvement like that 
in which I had the good fortune to 
have a part.'' He also explained 
how most of the cost of the de- 
velopment was paid by the federal 
government. 


Mayor Fleming reviewed progress 


of paving in Lincoln. In 1888. he 
said, the first paving was laid here. 
It consisted of round wooden blocks 
lain on end. extending only to 
Twenty-seventh street on O. The 
western limit was Seventh street. 
"For Next 100 Years." 
In 1899 brick paving replaced the 
blocks from Eighth to Sixteenth 
street, the rest of the distance to 
Twenty-seventh street not 
being

Held prisoners for nearly 18 hours 
by an escaped Texas convict, three 
Iowa men were released here early 
today and 15 minutes later the ab- 
ductor was captured. 
Release of the three men, Elmer 
Schleuter, Davenport, la., police- 
man; Al Schultze, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Davenport baseball club, 
and Dr. W. H. Fitch, Walcott, la , 
veterinarian, 
ended a night of 
anxiety for their safety and term- 
inated a 
widespread 
search for 
them by federal agents and posses. 
The abductor was identified by 
police as Joe Palmer, 32, who with 
four other men escaped from the 
Eastham, Tex.,, prison farm last 
February 16, after killing a guard. 
Agrees to Return to Iowa. 
Palmer readily agreed to return 
to Iowa to face robbery and kid- 
nap charges in connection with the 
abduction of the three men, sav- 
ing: "If they take me back to 
Texas, they'll sizzle me." 
He explained that by "sizzle" he 
meant the electric chair. 
Palmer explained he kidnaped 
the policeman because he feared 
the officer, halting him for ques- 
tioning, would find a pistol he ear- 
ned in his brief case, take him to 
headquarters, check his record and 
return him to Texas. 
The three victims returned to 
their homes a few hours after they 
were released. 


Schultze said he believed Palmer's 
motive in kidnaping the men was to 
escape identification. He quoted the 
abductor as saying he wished to 
get to St. Joseph for he had "con- 
nections" there. 


The kidnaping of Schultze and 
Schleuter took place in front of the 
"(Continued on Page Twelve.)

An Emperor and His Empress 


U. S. Officials Demand 


Action as Dr. J. H. 


Ingram Killed. 


PEIPING. China, June 15— </P) — 
The United States legation made 
swift 
representations to 
Chinese 


authorities for the slaying early to- 
day of Dr. J. H. Ingram. 75 year old 
American missionary as he attempt- 
ed to shield his wife and grand- 
children from bandits. 


Dr. Ingram was shot to death In 
his summer bungalow on the out- 
skirts-of Peiping, before the eyes of 
his horror-stricken family. A veter- 
an of the Boxer siege, he had been 
in China for 50 years. Dr. .Ingram 
was a native of Richland county, 
Ohio, and 
was attached to the 


American board of missions with 
headquarters at Boston. 


China's "Best Friend." 


He was often called one of China's 


best "foreign friends." 


Chinese officials promised immed- 


iate steps to 
capture the outlaws 


and to protect other foreigners liv- 
ing for the summer in hills near 
Peiping. 


Dr. Ingram, with his wife and 
grandchildren, went to the bunga- 
low yesterday to obtain belongings 
before going to Peitaiho to spend 
the summer. 


Shortly after midnight a band of 


robbers, carrying pistols and flash- 
lights, entered the house and went 
into the room where the missionary 
and his wife were sleeping. 


Grapples With Bandit. 


As the thieves stood over the In- 


grams with • pistols 
pointed, the 


frightened 
grandchildren 
crawled 


into Mrs. Ingram's bed seeking pro- 
tection. Dr. Ingram then jumped 
from his bed and grappled with one 
robber, pinning him against the 
wall. The intruder wrested free and 
shot the missionary in the arm and 
then in the head. 


The robbers then ransacked the 


house, making repeated demands for 
money. They succeeded in getting 
only a small amount of personal 
property and $5 cash.

unharmed but shaken by the exper- 
ience, were brought to Pieping to- 
day.

It would 
easily be possible for one of the 
democrats to win with less than 15 
per cent of the total vote in his 
primary, while the republican nom- 
inee might be picked with less than 
20 per cent of the party voting 
strength behind him.

No Minimum Limit. 


The Nebraska primary law fixes 


no minimum requirement for candi- 
dates to receive nominations, ex- 
cept as to those whose names are 
written in upon the ballot. In Iowa 
a candidate must obtain at least 35 
per cent of the primary votes to 
win; otherwise, the nomination is 
left to a subsequent convention 
Most hf the southern states require 
an outright majority, a-nd when no 
candidate receives that many votes

GREEN OFFERS 
A NEW PLAN TO 
PREVENT STRIKE 


A. F. L. Heads Suggests 
President Name Arbi- 


tration Board. 


PITTSBURGH, June 14—<AP) — 


Pleading In "all good faith" for 
peace in the strike threatened steel 
industry, WiHiam Green today pro- 
posed presidf 'lal appointment of a 
board of arbitration to handle all j 
collective bargaining disputes. 


The president of the American 


Federation of Labor offered what 
he termed a "counter proposal" to 
the revised Wagner labor control 
bill submitted to the Industry by 
President Roosevelt in & move to 
avert the strike. 


Green's plea, made to the conven- 


tion of the steel workers' union, 
ended with these words: 


"I want to insist that you adopt 
this proposal." 


Some union delegates later said 


they interpreted this statement as 
a. possible ultimatum to the work- 
ers not to strike. 


The gist of Green's plan was con- 


tained in four points: 


Four Point Plan. 


1—An Impartial board of thre«, 


appointed by the president to ad- 
just all violations of code; to medi- 
ate and conciliate any dispute: to 
offer its services as arbitrator, and 
with authority to determine any 
matter of discrimination or dis- 
charge of any employe. 


2—Give the workers the right to 


organize freely, clothing the board 
with power to hold elections under 
its supervision. 


3—All grievances or complaints to 


be referred to the board for final 
decision. 


4—If accepted by all parties, tne 
strike In the steel industry to be 
called off. 


President Michael P. Tighe of the 


steel workers union announced later 
he would propose to the convention 
that Green's plan be submitted to 
a committee for study, and a re- 
port be returned to the floor. 


Ni&bt Session Looms. 


He added that unless there is a 


night session of the convention it 
appeared unlikely the delegates will 
be able to complete their business 
and adjourn today. 


Greens plan differed from Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's plan in several 
particulars, notably that the ma- 
jority vote would prevail in collec- 
tive bargaining elections by the 
employes. 


Under the presidents' plan, which 


was approved by the steel operators, 
the employes might be split into 
two or more factions. 


Green 
yesterday 
termed 
the 


Washington plan "vague" and un- 
satisfactory. 


"I am offering this counsel and 


advice in all good faith and in all 
sincerity of purpose," Green told 
the convention of the Amalgamated 
Association of Irbn, Steel and Tin 
Workers, to whom his plan was ad- 
dressed. 


The association is jo session to 


take a vote on the proposal to cell 
a. strike to force recognition from 
the operator*. 


The labor president pledged the 
union the "unreserved support" of 
the federation "in any necessary fu- 
ture action to force recognition on 
the steel corporations." 


Immediately after Green's ad- 
dress the convention went into ex- 
ecutive session.

COURTING THE YOUNG 


PEOPLE. 
r 


PON the young people. Chairman Fletcher, of 
the republican national committee, is basing his 


hopes of returning his party to power in the nation. 
They will have to pay the debt which is being piled 
up, he says, and they should repudiate most em- 
phatically the spending which is taking place. That, 
at least, is the inference to be drawn from his au- 
thorized statement outlining his plan of reorganizing 
the republican party after, its defeat in '32. 


It is not an inspiring plea. 
Whatever else may be said of the 
expenditures 


which have been made, they may be classified rough- 
ly into two divisions. First of all comes relief, a step 
necessitated because from 12 to 13 million people 
were out of work and were compelled to look to the 
government for subsistence. Second, the administra- 
tion has been spending large sums of money to 
equalize the economic position of the farmer and the 
industrial section. It has paid out immense sums of 
money under its reduction program to eliminate sur- 
pluses which existed in a number of farm crops, and 
as distinguished from any preceding administration, 
these benefits have been paid directly to the farm- 
er, and have gone into his pockets directly. In many 
instances, they represent the first 
substantial 


amounts of cash he has had in more than four years. 


Now. in endeavoring to fan a wave of resentment 


and retaliation against the Roosevelt- administration, 
does Chairman Fletcher propose to attack or to criti- 
cise the purposes of this step? Does he object, for 
example, to the hundreds of millions spent by the 
national administration to prevent the inevitable 
suffering which otherwise would have resulted from 
destitution and 
unemployment? And if he does, 


what will those who would have been without food, 
clothing, or shelter, say? Does Chairman Fletcher, 
specifically, object to the benefit payments made to 
millions of farmers, joining voluntarily in the effort 
to reduce acreages of corn, of wheat, and of cotton, 
and of cutting down the production of hogs? What 
did his party do only a few years ago? It spent a 
half billion dollars to carry out the program of the 
Hoover farm board. Did any of that money go di- 
rectly to the farmer? Millions of it were paid for 
the storage of wheat; paid to those who had stor- 
age facilities. If the farmer reaped any benefit at 
all, it was a benefit acquired through higher prices, 
while at present the farmer is receiving not only the 
direct payment of hundreds of millions of dollars, 
but he also is enjoying much higher prices for' a 
number of his products than he received under the 
lamented-Hoover farm board regime. 
* * * 


SAY it is an ignoble plea which Mr. Fletcher 


is considering, and it should not deceive any- 


one. 


When did young people shrink from responsibility? 


When have young people refused to accept their bur- 
dens? When have they imbibed that spirit of cau- 
tion and conservatism, which made them cringe and 
shake, which converted them from adventurers into 
craven cowards, fearful of the future? 
We do not 


believe that Mr. Fletcher understands the spirit of 
young people. It has been heartened greatly, en- 
couraged infinitely by the superb courage shown by 
Franklin Roosevelt in tackling problems so vexatious 
that even the bravest well might shrink. It has been 
captivated by Mr. Roosevelt's capacity for quick, de- 
cisive action. It has taken comfort and strength for 
his true, fine words, springing 
from a breast in 


which human sympathy, human understanding, and 
a yearning desire to be of service mingle. It has 
been enchanted by his ideals of honest national life, j 
honest business, a greater measure of prosperity for 
those at the bottom. 


But as the World Herald points out. how could Mr. 


Fletcher bring to the republican party a new spirit? 


"Thirty-two years ago Boies Penrose, republican 


boss of Pennsylvania, nominated for the diplomatic 
service one Henry Prather Fletcher of Pennsylvania, 
a smart fledgling lawyer newly recruited to the state's 
political machine after an honorable discharge from 
the army. When the facts are known, the selection of 
Mr. Fletcher becomes definitive of republican ortho- 
doxy, in shuffling their cards the G. O. P. has picked 
very consistently a man famous at home and abroad 
for playing close to his chest and for his demonstrat- 
ed ability to win by outwitting 
the other fellow 


whether the game was poker or international policies. 
Fletcher's selection in other words means that we can 
expect nothing new or essentially different in repub- 
lican policies from those of the Hoover and Coolidge 
prosperity regime. But most certainly we shall find 
those policies managed more adroitly." 


Shades of Boies Penrose! 
That is something to appeal to the youth of Ameri- 


ca. If this protege of a political boss in a state fam- 
ous for its bosses can ensnare youth, he is entitled to 
the order of the golden garter for suavity and 
finesse. 


stantlal Improvements have been made. It has been 
a splendid market in the past, and the realization of 
the project means a greater market in the future. 


Without exception, the Lincoln delegation came

RUBBER-STAMPED BONDS NOT GOOD. 
I 


T MAY mean a lot of tedious work for many pub- 


lic executives, but it is nevertheless a wise safe- 


guard that the Michigan supreme court has thrown 
up around the issuance of municipal bonds in that 
state by holding that they are not valid without the 
bona fide personal signatures of the proper officers 
in their own handwriting. 


Because of this ruling, the mayor and two or three 


other city functionaries of Detroit must go to New 
York and spend several weeks' time there affixing 
their signatures to half a million bonds which the 
city is issuing to refund its indebtedness. The bonds 
are being printed in New York and as the money 
is being advanced by financial institutions there it 
4s more practicable to have the officials make the 
trip than to ship the securities back and forth. 


No. authority to do the signing for them can be 


delegated to deputies or other 
subordinates, the 


court declares. Hence, there is nothing for the city 
officers to do but to call off their vacations and hie 
themselves to the eastern metropolis to perform their 
task. 


In view of the bond frauds that have come to light 


during the past year, involving bogus securities of 
the state of Kansas, the city of Omaha, and other 
communities, the utmost precautions are called for 
in attesting securities to establish their genuineness. 
Rubber-stamped signatures might' easily be coun- 
terfeited; but it is more difficult to do this when 
the actual chirography of several different persons 
must be imitated. Besides, the forgery laws can be 
invoked more effectively against anyone who signs 
the name of somebody else with pen and ink. 


Just how far the Michigan ruling applies to public 


business in general will have to be determined by the 
courts of other states and the federal tribunals. In 
Nebraska, the state auditor has a machine which at- 
taches his facsimile signature simultaneously to half 
a dozen warrants issued in payment of bills incurred 
by the state government. Another machine of the 
same kind is used in the state treasurer's office. 
Since these are purely routine proceedings, it might 
be held that the personal signature requirement does 
not apply. 


The Nebraska auditor, in whose office all public 


bond issues of this state are registered, has always 
followed the practice of endorsing each separate ob- 
ligation in his personal 
handwriting. 
No question 


can be raised, therefore, as to the legality of out- 
standing funded indebtedness by the state's sub- 
divisions based on the lack of such signature. 


CONGRATULATIONS, JUDGE LIVINGSTON. 
•ATS off to District Judge Dan Livingston of Ne- 


braska City. When the jury in a criminal case 


that had been tried before him returned a verdict 
of acquittal, he did not hesitate to indicate his dis- 
pleasure, stating that the jurors had evidently mis- 
understood his instructions. And when the defend- 
ant and his foster sister, who is awaiting trial on a 
similar charge, rushed up to shake hands with the 
members of the jury, Judge Livingston instructed a 
bailiff to stop the demonstration. 


These melodramatic explosions following acquittals 


in criminal cases are extremely disgusting to people 
who have any regard for orderly court procedure, and 
other judges might well follow the example set by 
the Nebraska City jurist. If the defendant is prop- 
erly acquitted, jurors have discharged their simple 
duty, and are entitled to no expressions of gratitude 
upon the part of the defendant. If, on the other 
hand, the verdict is unwarranted, the spectacle must 
arouse the ire of the judge and others who have not 
been confused, and can result in no good to the cause 
of justice. 


There are of course cases in which the prosecutor 


is for one reason or another unable to present what 
might be conclusive evidence to the jury, although 
absolutely convinced of the guilt of the accused. In 
such case the jury will be justified in returning a 
verdict of acquittal. In too many cases, however, the 
attorneys for the defense will insist upon trying the 
prosecutor 
and other 
officers instead of the one 


against whom information has been filed. In this 
manner they are able to confuse jurors, while the 
trick is readily apparent to the court. 


It should be borne in mind that the prosecutor has 


no purpose other than the vindication of the law, and 
accusations of malice upon his part or that of other 
officers who may have been instrumental in obtain- 
ing evidence are for the sole purpose of pulling the 
wool over the eyes of the jurors. The trick is too 
often successful. 


If any respect for the law is to remain in this 


country jurors must be brought to a realizing sense 
of the fact that the maintenance^ of American insti- 
tutions rests largely in their hands. If men are giv- 
en to understand that they may violate the law with 
impunity and that all that is necessary to obtain im- 
munity is to hire a good lawyer, then good bye to law 
and order in the United States.

in the conflicts with" Turkey, and 
later still, with Japan. Meanwhile 
nihilism had made assassination its 
principal weapon. Terror begot ter- 
ror and the World war simply has- 
tened the downfall of institutions 
which had disregarded law, prosti- 
tuted authority and petrified insti- 
tutional religion into a status of 
vassalage the State. Such, in brief, 
are the back-grounds of the move- 
ment which gave Lenin his oppor- 
tunity. The whole process is but

The law of the harvest 
prevails in politics as surely as it 
does in nature. 
Viewed philoso- 
phically, the Russian revolution is 
only one more birththroe in the de- 
velopment of a great people.

Treatment will, of course, depend 
on the stage of the disease and 
circumstances. In the early stage. 
exercise to strengthen the muscles. 
the removal of undue strain from 
standing occupation, proper 
in- 
struction about walking, and proper 
foot-gear, may prevent any of the 
more serious consequences or the 
later stages. Sometimes support is 
desirable, but usually a support 
which gives comfort in the early 
stages is like a crutch upon which 
the invalid depends so long that 
finally it cannot be discarded.

Eastern Nebraska corn is about 75 


.per cent of normal, is "well cultiv- 
, ated, free from weeds, of good color 
mnd in fairly good stands," N. E. 
Kerns, division freight agent of the 
Burlington railroad, says In 
his 


semi-monthly crop report for the 
first half of June, released Friday. 
' 
In summarizing conditions in the 


territory covered by the road's Lin- 


_;coln, Omaha and Wymore divisions, 


Kerns reported, "weather conditions 
continue dry with high winds and 


.. high temperature. Timely traces of 


moisture received have made some 
improvement but good rain is need- 
ed for the best 
results. Average 


,rainfall for the entire territory dur- 
ing the past fifteen days has been 
1.38 inches." 
Corn Appearance Good. 


Winter wheat is 26 per cent of 


normal, spring wheat 15 per cent of 
normal and the oat crop, described 
as "a failure," is but 14 per cent of 
normal. Com is now 75 per cent of 
normal, "Well cultivated, free from 
weeds, of good color and a fairly 
good stand," the report shows. The 
early planted corn is doing nicely 
but needs moisture badly. The po- 
tato and fruit crops are 60 per cent 
of normal. The potato crop, sum- 
marized as "all vines, no potatoes," 
needs moisture badly, but the fruit 
crop due to recent rains, will show 
an increased yield over previous ex- 
pectations, according to the repori. 


With pastures and meadows dried 


up, the first alfalfa crop short and 
the second needing moisture badly, 
Kerns reports that "every avail- 
able source is being used to avoid 
marketing of livestock and 
high- 


ways and sideroads are being used 
for pasture." 
Rainfall reports 
received since 


compilation of the report show pre- 
cepitation ranging generally 
from 


one-fourth to three-fourths of 
an 
inch on the Lincoln division, from 
showers to a half inch on the Om- 
aha division and showers and light 
rains on the Wymore division. "This 
should assist materially in liven- 
ing up the corn crop and pastures," 
Kerns said.

Practically all of 
this territory received from one inch to 
three and one-half inches rainfall about 
June 7. with the exception of Gretna- 
Waverly vicinity, where only about three- 
fourths Inch was received.

Standing before the portrait of 
her predecessor, the late Miss Julia 
Lathrop, Miss Abbott today bade 
farewell to her 
assembled 
staff, 


and called them "courageous, for- 
ward looking, always in the front 
line in standing up for the chil- 
dren." She left Friday for Grand 
Island, Neb., 
where her 
pioneer 


father, Othman A. Abbott, is grave- 
ly ill. 


Known to Millions. 


Miss Abbott is known to millions 


of American mothers 
who 
have 


bathed and fed their babies and 
guided the 
character 
training of 
their adolescents by her bureau's 
bulletins. 


A poll conducted in 1931 by a na- 


tional woman's magazine placed her 
among America's twelve most dis- 
tinguished women for her battles 
against infant and maternal mor- 
tality; child labor; juvenile delin- 
quency. In the last administra- 
tion she was proposed for secre- 
tary of labor. 


In resigning, Miss Abbott said: 
'One of the great 
satisfactions 


which has come to me during my 
sefvice in the children's bureau has 
been the appointment of my old 
friend. Miss Frances Perkins, as 
secretary of labor. It is with con- 
fidence that the work of the chil- 
dren's bureau will have the most 
sympathetic 
understanding

More than fifty of the Lincoln 


good will tourists 
who went to 


Holdrege Thursday saw for the first 
time the site of the proposed Tri- 
County irrigation project in the 
Plum creek valley, and came away 
convinced that it should be com- 
pleted. 


Their view of the site was one 


of three distinct surprises which 
the excursionists experienced dur- 
ing the day. The first, of course, 
was the realization when they ar- 
rived at the Burlington depot at 
6:45 a. m., that the Zephyr was 
out of commission. The second was 
the possibilities of the Irrigation 
project, and the last the completion 
of the trip on the Zephyr from 
Hastings to Lincoln. 


Corn Looks Good. 


The tourists observed that there 


is every early season indication of 
a good corn crop every mile of the 
distance 
between 
Lincoln 
and 


Holdrege. The beauty of the Phelps 
county governmental 
seat's resi- 


dential district, city park and court 
house grounds, and the hospitality 
of Holdrege people inpressed the 
Lincoln delegation. 


The tourists were taken by autos 


to the site of irrigation project 
about 30 miles west by north of 
Holdrege, following a luncheon at 
the Holdrege Country club. Former 
Mayor McConaaughey, one of the 
backers of the project, headed the 
delegation. 
From 
a 
promontory 


overlooking 
the 
great valley of 


Plum creek, he poiiAed out the site 
of the northern-most of ''he two 
dams contemplated for the project, 
about three miles south of the 
Platte river, which could be seen 
in the distance 


Spans High Hills. 


The dam would span a gap be- 


tween hills into which it would be 
anchored. They are about a half 
mil- apart and of sufficient height 
to permit erection of the dam to 
the 113 feet which will be required. 


The second dam which is to be 


about thirteen miles to the south 
would be 100 feet high, rising high 
above the huge lake, several miles 
wide at places, which would spread 
out in front of it through the em- 
pounding of Platte river water by 
No. 1 dam. 


The 
water 
would 
be 
taken 


from the Platte, through a canal, 
according to Val Kuska of Omaha, 
colonization agent for the Burling- 
ton railroad, who assisted Mr. Mc- 
Connaughey in describing the pro- 
ject. At one place it would be neces- 
sary to build a tunnel 2% miles long 
to get the water through the hills. 


If the project is completed, and 


all of Phelps county believes it will, 
the dam will create a body of water 
that will be so wide and so deep 
that hundreds of farmsteads will be 
wiped out, but in their place will be 


created "an 
agricultural 
garden 
that will be unequalled anywhere." 


Sees Stabilized Farming. 


According to Mr. McConnaughe: 


agricultural production from west o! 
Phelps county to Clay county will 
be regulated, and crop losses due to 
drouth banished forever. Soil fertil- 
ity will be restored through watrr 
being available for the growing ol 
alfalfa and sweet clover. 


As outlined, the project would cost 


approximately 28 million 
dollars 


Work would be provided for hun- 
dreds of men and prosperity would 
be brought to such a large area that 
even Lincoln would feel the influ- 
ence, to say nothing of the benefits 
that would accrue to 
Hastings 


Kearney, Holdrege, Minden and the 
smaller towns in that section of thr- 
state. 


The cost of water to the farmer 


Is estimated at $2.50 per acre for the 
first ten years. After that it would 
be reduced to about $2 per acre. 


On the return to Holdrege from 


the dam site, several of the Lincoln 
men stopped at the ranch of Roy 
Ford, father of Roy and Ralph Ford 
of Lincoln. Mr. Ford according to 
Holdrege businessmen, carries on 
the most extensive feeding opera- 
tions in the section. There were 
more than 2,000 sheep in the yards 
at the time. Only recently, it was 
said, several train loads of livestock 
were shipped by him in a few days.

offered a score of proposed changes; 
some independent republicans pre- 
ferred the original Wagner labor 
disputes bill, for which the new 
resolution is a substitute. 


The bill's high spot is a provision 


empowering the president to ap- 
point boards to hold secret work- 
ers' elections for collective bargain- 
inf in industry. But business cen- 
tered its attack on the section giv- 
ing the board power to lay down 
"such rules as may be necessary 
to carry out the provisions of this 
resolution." Harriman said that 
meant "the sky would be the limit." 


The administration—faced by the 


threat of a general steel strike— 
drew the resolution to substitute 
for the Wagner bill.

The New Champion. 


"I've had enough," they tried to 


say 2-nd referee Arthur Donovan, 
who had been a most understand- 
ing mati all evening, did not fail the 
stricken mammoth now. With one 
hand, he pushed Max Baer, the new 
champion, away and with the other 
escorted the old and broken and 
bereft leader • to his corner. It WEG 
the end. Camera had been knocked 
down until mind conquered instinct 
and refused to admire the outrage 
longer. He had been down perhaps 
a dozen times to establish a mod- 
ern championship record. 


A tragic end to the Italian's 


countrymen who sat stunned while 
around them a crowd of 50.000 
reveled and reeled in front of this 
climax to the wildest evening the 
heavyweight championship division 
yet has known, the Dempsey-Firpo 
shambles not excluded. An abject 
end, too, for this great oaf, 263-odd 
pounds on the scales yesterday and 
almost 6 feet 7 inches tall. He 
stopped on his feet, he surrendered; 
"resigned,'1 I believe is the term 
they use abroad. 
Camera Called It Quits. 
"I'm finished,'' the gesture said, 


mutely, and so to the loss of his 
championship and his prestige and 
self-approval was added the ig- 
nominy of being the first of his 
kind to admit defeat in this man- 
ner. No champion ever before has 
asked to lose. Willard didn't come 
out of his corner at Toledo. But the 
assumption was that ha couldn't. 
Primo when he requested a cessa- 
tion, was on his feet. Maybe the 
novelty was too much for him. He 
had been on his back most of the 
night. 
But perhaps I draw too stark a 


picture of one whose incentive was 
great. A moment before the end, 
he had been knocked down from 
the wind of a missed punch. He 
was about to go again, probably for 
the last time, after being clipped 
with an overhead right. But he re- 
fused. Probably the memory of him 
would have been kinder if he 
hadn't. 
In all, Camera was down any- 
where from nine to thirteen times, 
depending on whether one counted 
football tackles or the times when 
Referee Donovan, a surprisingly 
tolerant man, was becoming con- 
fused in his duties to a point where 
he seemed to be acting as Camera's 
chief second. Once in the first 
round, he did not employ himself 
with a count while Camera lay su- 
pine and helpless id the ropes but, 
instead, fell to with a will, tugging 
and hauling until he got the giant 
upon his feet. 
Queer Tactics By Referee. 
Again in the tenth, while Car- 
nera leaned upon the ropes, his 
back to the encounter, and gazed 
with sightless eyes out upon the

two courses here; either to stop the 
fight and award it to Baer or to 
count over Camera until such time 
as he was able and willing to turn 
around. But Donovan chose this 
preposterous third course. He was 
sent in there over the objections of 
Baer's manager. Ancil 
Hoffman, 
and amply justified ail of the lat- 
ter's dark forebodings. 


However, these extra-official acts 
did not affect the end, but merely 
delayed it. For this lashing, slash- 
ing Baer, an even money bet with 
the great crowd that paid well over 
$400,000 for the best gate since 
1930, was the ordained winner from 
the start, just as his counsellor, 
Dempsey, had been at far off To- 
ledo. In fact, it -was the Willard 
debacle all over again, with sound 
effects. 


Max The "Giant Killer." 
More than that, it was a stone 
mason wielding his mallet on a- 
statue of gpliath. Baer literally 
seemed to chip pieces off Camera's 
profile as he continued to knock 
this giant to the floor until, out 
there in the crowd, the senses 
reeled and became numb with the 
needless execution. 


Ayear ago. Baer had done some- 


thing of the same thing to Max 
Schmeling. a former champion: vet 
they derided him this time because 
in the training camp, he fiddled 
and fooled, one of our esteemed 
boxing commissioners even going 
so far as to use the term "bum" 
and to sugsest that the fight be 
called off. 
What the commissioner thought 
in the first round when Camera 
was hit with a right hand and re- 


a sense of fancied security by let- 
ting the latter lead at will, only to 
exact frightful toll with left hooks 
to the body and right swings "hat 
seldom missed the chin. Counting 
almost everything, even the times 
when he wasn't actually hurt, Car- 
nera was down thrice in the first, 
once in the fourth, three times in 
the tenth and twice in the eleventh. 


So after all, Baer proved a fairly 


faithful replica of Dempsey, at least 
in results. In actuality, Baer re- 
treated last night, whereas, Dsmp- 
sey always advanced. So their meth-

seemed to have none. But that was 
a delusion. 
He carefully paced himself, wil- 


fully .accepting a hundred unim- 
portant punches, so that when he 
launched a good one, the surprise 
element was the greater.

Fussed With His Trunks. 


He forever kept fussing with his trunks, 


apparently more impressed with this prob- 
lem whatever it as, than any Camera 
could present. Once, at the start of a 
round, he stood in his corner, a confi- 
dent, 
knowing 
smile 
on 
his lips, and 


waited for Camera to advance all the 
way across the ring. Again, this time in 
the ninth round, he took a right left on 
the face; then burlesqued a sort of Billy 
Watson with his knees, after which he 
smiled faintly as though to cay that this 
really wasn't so funny, after all. 


As a matter of fact, he was often un- 


consciously funny, abandoning the fight 
at times to run "over to Camera's corner 
and shuffle his feet in the resin there. 
This apparently appealed to him as a 
perfectly natural action. His shoes were 
slippery, EO he went away and fixed them 


all that mad 
scene—they almost 


didn't clear the ring of seconds for the 
eleventh round.—Baer alone seemed utterly 
composed, even debonair. He alone appar- 
ently was having a good time. 


However, it was easy to enjoy oneself 


as long as one is able to stand back and 
call one's shots as Baer did last night. 
And Camera made it easier. Badly ad- 
vised in his corner, he never took a count 
of more than two. Had he done so in the

A PSEUDO-ELIMINATION 


TRAP PLAY. 


Many players are familiar with 


the fundamental principle of the 
"elimination play." They know fully 
the danger of leading a suit of 
which both declarer and dummy 
are void, affording a discard to one 
hand and a ruff to the other.
